SECRET SERVE 
‘MAN AUTOCRAT OF 
PRESIDENTS TOUR 


Lucien Wheeler Makes Out the 
Route and Travels in Ad- 
vance of Party. 


ARRANGES FOR’ SAFETY 


Decides in Whose Auto Guest 
Shall Ride and Who Sits Near 
Him at Banquets. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. §.— When 
President Taft leaves Beverly next 
Friday for a 16,000-mile trip through 
24 states he and his party will have 
nothing to worry about in connection 
with the itinerary of precautions for 
safety, for this will all be attended 
to by Lucien (Jack) Wheeler, a mem- 
ber of Chief John Wilke’s United 
States Secret Service. 

Wheeler has done this sort of thing 
so often that he has it down to a sys- 
tem, -The first thing to be decided Is 
how long the President can spend on 
the trip. In this case he has decided 
that 44 days will be his limit. 

The next thing to do is for Secre- 
tary Hilles to go over the many in- 
vitations on file and prepare a list 
of cities to be visited. Wheeler then 
calls in the railroad men, and togeth- 
er they make an itinerary for 44 days, 


tions back ‘to Secretary Hilles for 
additions or omissions, 
Travels Route in Advance. 

The plan is made on the basis of 
the trip being on a special train to 
run as one section, generally the sec- 
ond, of & regular train. When the list 
has been gone over until it looks to 
be all right, it is submitted to the op- 
erating departments of the different 
railroads, ang they are asked to put 
their O K on the time tables suggest- 
ed. When this has been done Wheel- 
er starts out, at least two weeks 
ahead, and goes from town to town. 

It was he who was in advance of! 
President Taft two years ago, when 
he made an extended trip, including 
the dedication of the new Federal 


gram. What Wheeler did in that citv 
and in St. Louis. is a fair illustration 
of the arrangements plans in each 
town. 

Wheeler came to St. Louls, called 
on the Chief of Police, and in an auto- 
mobile they went over the proposed 
line of march, noting conditions all 
along the route. He then had a blue 
print made, and told Col, Creecy, then 
Chief, what he would like in the way 
of a uniformed escort. 

Decides Hanquet Table Sehts. 

He called on the local representative 
of the secret service and discussed va- 


rious details with him, and then- vis-} 


ited the Committee on Arrangements 
and asked them to submit their plans. 
These were carefully gone over and 
changed in séme details. Wheeler dic- 
tated who should sit at the right and 
left of the President at the banquets. 

From the Chief of Detectives he ob- 
tained a list of men in the city with 
bomb throwing proclivities and arranged 
to have them carefully watched while 
the President was in the city. 

Then he consulted with R. S. Mitchell, 
chief of the Terminal Railroad’s secret 
service department, in regard to plans 
for making the tracks safe. Mitchell has 
been doing this sort of thing for 
visiting presidents for 10 years and when 
the route In and out of the city is hand- 
ed him with the time of arrival and de- 
parture he takes enough of his force of 


force of track men. 


Switches All Spiked Down. 

When the President's special strikes 
the Terminal] raiis Mitchell doesn’t guess 
the switches will be all right, but he 
knows it, for he has had every one of 
them spiked down so they can’t go 
wrong. Under and on every bridge he 
has an armed man to see that no sus- 
picious person loiters in the neighbor- 
hood while the special passes. 

When President Roosevelt arrived in 
St. Louls a few years ago in the even- 
ing Mitchell’s men were strung from 
the Katy yards, north of Eads Bridge, 
where the special was swiiched onto 
the rails of that road from the Van- 
dalia, to “The Willows,” three miles 
across the river, including the Mer- 
chants Bridge. Each man carried a 
lantern, and as the President passed 
the men fell in behind and marched 
like a torchlight procession into the 
city. 

The precautions taken on previous oc- 
casions will be repeated when the Pres- 
ident comes to St. Louis, Sept. 23. 

Chiefs of police of all cities to be vis- 
ited are eager to have the presidential 
visits unmarred by any unpleasant in- 
ci'dent and each is glad when it is over. 


Taking Census Along Route. 
When President Taft visited East S. 


Louis in 1909 George O. Purdy, then

It is necessary for Wheeler to take a 
‘two weeks’ lead on the President in 
order to keep out of his way. In cities 
he has visited before it {is easy to ar- 
range details, fer the poiice chiefs know 
what, will be asked of them In towns 
where the President is being entertained 
for the first time, it is not so easy, for 
local politicians can only with difficulty 
be made to understand why they cannot 
arrange at their own whims the tour 
ef the city made by the distinguished 
guest, and many of them insist upon 
filling their‘ automobiles with guests, 
whereas the policy of the Secret Service 
is to cut the number of men in citizens’ 
clothes near the President down to the 
minimum. They don’t have to watch a 
uniformed man, and the smaller num- 
ber of others they have to keep an eye 
on the better are the chances for 
safety. 


SEEK BURIED WEALTH 
ON LAND THEY SOLD 


Heirs of Woman Recluse Have 
Difficulty in Effort to Search 


for Treasure. 


LEAVENWORTH, ‘Kan., Sept. 4— 
When Mrs. Catherine Schultz, an aged 
recluse, was murdered and her home 
set afire nearly two years ago, it gen- 
erally was believed that she had a large 
amount of cash in her home. A search 
revealed less than $400. After she was 
buried, the ruins of her home werfe torn 
down, and the cellar filled and later the 
property was sold. 

Since then relatives have come into 
possession of information that leads 
them to believe that Mrs. Schultz had 
between $30,000 and $40,000 in cash hidden 
somewhere on the premises. They say 
they have exact information of the 
hiding place and are attempting now 
to get an order to search the property 
for it. 

The new owner has refused to permit 
this and the heirs have gone to cdurt 
to force him to permit excavations to 
be made. Meantime the property is 
being guarded by representatives of the 
owner and the heirs.

STOCK SCHEMES 
PASS KANSAS LAW 


“Blue Sky” Statute Stops Bogus 
Sales of Shares by Refus- 
ing Licenses. 


TOPEKA, Kan., fept. §.—When the 
Kansas “blue sky’”’ law was presented to 
the 1911 Legislature, $1,000,000 was esti- 
mated as the amount which Kansans 
had lost during the preceding year from 
thé operation of fraudulent concerns of 
various kinds. No one knew the num- 
ber of schemes which were being worked 
at the time the law was passed. But 
the law was enacted as a protection to 
investors. 

The law has been in operation six 
months and nine out of every ten 
schemes for mvestment which have 
beeu presented to the department fora 
certficate to allow the sale of stocks 
‘and bonds have been found to be worth- 


s eet A he 
less. The department is under the su- 


pervision of the State Banking Depart- 
ment. Already 412 promotion schemes of 


various kinds have been presented for 
investigation and approval, but only 9 
have been able to get certificates that 
entitle them to transact business in 
Kansas. 

This does not mean that all 418 com- 
panies were investigated and refused 
certificates. When many of the pro- 
moters found what sort of showing 
must be made as to the prospects of the 
company before any stocks or bonds 
could be sold, they voluntarily withdrew 
ana said they did not care to comply 
with the law and the requirements of 
the department. 


Many Found Wanting. 

That nine-tenths of the stock and 
bond promotion schemes presented to 
ransas people as proper places for in- 
vesting their savings were found un- 
able to stand the light of an investfga- 
tron is a pretty bad record for those 
whv wish to sell stock and bonds in the 
Sunflower State. 

One company, operating several mines, 
had sold more than $1,000,000 in stocks 
and bonds to Kansans before the de- 
purtment caught them. The company 
haa a possible paying mine in the dis- 
tent future but a preliminary itnvestiga- 
tion showed that most of the money 
from the sale of stock was going into 
the pockets of the promoters throug’ 
high salaries and expense allowances 
end not into the mi 
The company quit Kansas rather than 
allow accountants fromthe department 
te check up the books to see just what 
proportion of the stock and bonds money 
was being actually invested in the mine 
ond what part was going for promotion 
and salaries. 

Supervision Ie Strict 
The law provides that before a coom- 
pany can sell stock or bonds that an 
application, setting out the list of of- 
ficers, directors, managers and superin- 
tendents, property, prospects, kind of 
business and every possible detail that 
an investor would like to know, must be 
filed with the department. Bank ex- 
aminers then investigate the companies, 
additional data is required, inspectors 
go to the property and report on it, the 
officers and directors are examined and, 
if it ig found they are good business 
men and the company is being promoted 
honestly and with a real prospect of 
actually trying to make a little money 
for the investors, the company gets & 
certificate to begin business in the

SCIENTIST HOLDS 
BOLT FROM CLEAR 
SAY 15 POSSIBLE 


Flammarion in Answer to Inquiry 
From Americans Refers to 
Many Cases. 


PARIS, Sept. 9.—Inquiries from skep- 
tical Americans who had read of light- 
ning from a clear sky were submitted 
to Camille Flammarion, tn. wminent 
astronomer of France. 

The two cases submitted were of a 
bolt of lightning that struck a barn, 
splintering the boards but not injuring 
any of the men who were in the build- 
ing and the bolt that struck a tree, 
glanced off and killed a girl who was 
walking near. In each case the sky was 
cloudless and the sun shining brightly. 

In reply to an opinion regarding the 
probable truth of these stories Flam- 
marion says they must be believed be 
cause analogous cases are not unknown. 
The reply of the astromer is as fol- 
lows: 


Precedents Cited. 

“In his ‘Life of Charlemagne’ Egin- 
hard tells of a luminous meteor 
which, falling from a clear sky in 
which there was not the slightest 
sign of a storm, struck down the 
horse which the Emperor of the West 
was riding. 

“There are several other instances 
of a similar nature, Quite recently, at 
the time of the earthquake in Hun- 
gary, on July 8 last, were not long 
flashes of lightning seen coursing 
through the sky, despite its perfect 
calm? Besides, it is not uncommon for 
seismic disturbances to be accompa- 
nied by various luminous and electric 
phenomena, with or without a storm. 

“As a matter of fact, the falling ./ 
a bolt from a cloudless sky is rather 
exceptional and has been the basis 
of many controversies. The reason is 
simple. Everybody has seen ‘summer 
lightning.’ Everybody has seen, in cer- 
tain hot, clear nights in summer, 
these silent sparks, the white and 
bluish, rapidly disappearing light of 
which speeds across the pure back- 
ground of the firmament. 

“Now it ig today generally believed 
that these electric meteors are re- 
flected lightning flashes, resulting 
from a distant storm, the center of 
which is below the horizon. 

‘In this connection a navigator relates 
that on one occasion, being at sea, more 
than one hundred kilometers from Lima, 
he saw many brilliant lightning flashes 
unaccompanied by thunder, on the. east- 
erly and northeasterly horizon. The at- 
mosphere was perfectly clear and more- 
over, it is a fact that storms are un- 
known and thunder is never heard on 
the coast of lower Peru. This immunity, 
however, is limited to an area one hun- 
dred kilometers from the coast toward 
the intertor, so that it Is evident that 
the lightning flashes observed at sea 
at a great distance from the coast were 
reflections of flashes originating more 
than 120 miles away. 

‘“‘Many examples confirm the view that 
lightning can be seen over a vast area, 
but in this case the flashes are not ac- 
companied by thunder, the noise of the 
latter being only audible up to about 15 
miles. 


Net Impossible. 

“All the same we must not be teo 
hasty in concluding that bolts only fall 
from a stormy sky. The real ts limited, 
the possible immense, sings the muse of 
the great poet Lamartine. When the 
deadly and devastating thunderbolt 
hurtling down from an immaculate sky, 
leaves ruin in ite path, as related above, 
we are forced to recognize the reality 
of a very much discussed possibility.

WEALTHY RUSSIAN 
UNPUNISHED FOR 
INHUMAN MURDER 


,Czar’s Subject Boasts of Crime, | 
Saying His Wealth Will Keep 
Him Immune, 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 9.—The fail- 
ure of ‘the Russian Government to in- 
dict Zenall Ynagiev, “king of Tartars,”’ 
for the murder of Babutow, has stirred 
the people all over Russia. It is gen- 
erally known that Ynagiev killed Babu- 
tow in a most crue] manner and that he 
did it because he suspected him of being 
in love with Mrs. Ynagiev. What every- 
body else knows the Russian Govern- 
ment does not seem to care to find out. 
Ynagiev is a powerful man among the 
Mohammedans who live in Russia. He 
is worth more than $50,000,000. The Rus- 
sian Government does not lIike to get 
into a quarrel with a man of such 
power ‘and riches. 

But people are petitioning the Minis- 
ter of Justice to take up this matter. A 
mere letter from the family of the mur- 
dered man to the game minister was 
completely ignored. 

Ynagiev, although a millionaire, is so 
ignorant that he can not even sign his 
name. He came to Baku about fifteen 
years ago as an adventurer. He now 
owns oil wells, steamers, half of the 
city, palaces and all that money can 
buy in Russia. All dignitaries who visit 
the district stop in his home. 

Suspects Infidelity. 

A few years ago, realizing the need 
of a person of education on whom he 
could rely, Ynagiev sent Babutow to 
Germany to study engineering. When 
he returned he made him his right hand. 
Things went well until a short time ago, 
when Ynaglev began to suspect his em- 
ploye of being in love with Mme. 
Ynagiev. | 

Instead of trying to learn the truth, 
he allowed his suspicions to prey on nis 
mind until he became insane witb jeal- 
ousy. He invited Babutow one evening 
to visit him. The unsuspecting man 
came. As soon as he entere!? the houte, 
without being told the reason why, he 
was seized by Ynagiev and some tela- 
tives of the latter, his clothes were liter- 
ally torn off his back and he was hound 
to é& long bench. 


Women Fainted. 
Then Ynagiev and the other men be 


gan to belabor the unfortunate captive 
with sticks, rawhides, hammers and 
Other instruments of torture. ‘In his 
frenzy Ynagiev jumped on top of the 
bound man and broke his back. When 
Babutow became unconsclous they 
poured ice water on him. When he 
came to the torture began anew. 

When Babutow had become a mass of 
wounds, Ynagiev sent for the man’s wife 
and for Mrs. Ynagiev. When the women 
saw what had happened they fainted. 
Ynagiev was about to begin the torture 
over aggin in the presence of the women 
when he bethought himself that {t would 
be best for Babutow to die in his own 
home. He sent him there, where he died 
two days later. 

The story is generally known es. Yna- 
giev told it to many persons, but the 
police have done nothing to bring the 
murderer into any court of fustice. He 
says openly he has erough money to 
keep out of the courts cf the land.

AUSTIN, Tex., Sept. 9.—The State of 
Texas is shortly to present to the Com- 
monwealth of Virginia a portrait of that 
great American, Sam Houston, who en- 
tered this mundane stage by way of 
the Ol4 Dominion and made his exit 
from the broad realm of the Lone Star. 

The Texas Senate, fn the recent called 
session, resolved: 

“That the people of the State of Texas 


send to the people of Virginia most cor- 
dial greetings and request their ac- 
ceptance of this portrait of one of her 
bravest and greatest sons in the hope 
that it may be given a place of high 
honor among those of the statesmen 
and soldiers who have sprung from her 
soll, there to remain as a recognition 
by the people of Texas of the services 
rendered them by  Virginia’s distin- 
guished son and as an evidence of the 
abiding regard of the people of Texas 
for those of Virginia.”’ 
Portrait by Texas Artist. 

The painting, a life-size bust by John 
E. Jenkins, an artist of Austin, will oc- 
cupy a place on the walls of the State 
House at Richmond. 

The funds were raised by private sub- 
scription, a large share being contrib- 
uted by Texas citizens who were for- 
merly Virginians. 

The idea of thé gift had its inception 
in a resolution of the Westmoreland 
Club. of Richmond, passed a year or 
more ago, giving expression to tne de- 
sire for a portrait of Houston to come, 
preferably, in the shape of a gift from 
the one State to the other. 

The commission was awarded to the 
Austin artist on the recommendation of 
certain prominent Virginians for whom 
the Texas painter had dome a number 
of portraits. The result, in the opinion 
of those art appreciators who have seen 
the picture, vindicates their good judg- 
ment. é

This was the reception given the 
penitentiary official whe hurried te 
A. J. Coughron with the news that 
Gov, Donaghey had granted the peti- 
tion of several thousand persons in 
Montgemery and adjoining counties, 
ang refused to fix a date of execu- 
tion for the prisoner. The Governor's 
order means life imprisonment. While 
_ waiting in the shadow of the gallows 
Coughron had maintained a stoicism 
that was extraordinary. He is well 
related and has been prominent in 
business in his community. 

"What difference does it make, 
after all?” he said. “If through my 
death upon the gallows someone could 
have been led to. meditate upon the 
fate of those who step beyond the 
pale of the law and turn back before 
it is too late, it woulg have been well, 
and I had not lived in vain, Whether 
I die or live is no concern of mine,” 

Judge Opposes Hanging. 

And Coughron, who is 61 years old, 
would say no more, but turned again 
to the perusal of the Bible, which has 
been his cerfstant companion of late. 
He shot and killed Allen Stacy in 
Montgomery County, near Mount Ida, 
in August, 1910, and was tried in Polk 
County on change of venue and sen- 
tenced to death. The case was ap-\ 
pealeq to the Supreme Court, which 
affirmed the sentence, Associate Jus- 
tice Kirby dissenting, declaring 
Coughron ought never to be hanged. 

In granting the commutation of sen- 
tence to life imprisonment, Gov. Dona- 
ghey enunciated the doctrine that no 
man has the right to go on journeys, 
however harmiess, with another man’s 
wife, if the other man objects. Assign- 
ing his reasons for the commutation, he 
said: 

“I find the killing of Allen Stacy oo- 
curred over a question between the two 
men concerning Coughron’s wife. It ap- 
pears that when Coughron married his 
wife, who is much younger than he, she 
had Stacy in her employ and Stacy was 
largely responsible for the marriage. A 
few days after the marriage Mrs. 
Coughron and Stacy arranged to go 
away together and Coughron objected. 
Btacy was offended and the next day 
went to Coughron’s store to talk ove 
the matter with him. During the quar- 
rel Coughron shot and killed Stacy. 

‘While the lew was violated, I do not 
think the crime merits death. When a 
man and woman are married, no other 
man has any right to presume upon lib- 
erties with her to which the husband 
has a right to object and it is not a 
question open to discussion.’’ 

Powell Escapes Gallows. 

Another white man who has _  fust 
passed from the shadow of the gallows 
to a life behind the prison walls is Tom 
Powell of Craighead County, who was 
sentenced to die Friday, July 2, his 
forty-fifth birthday. The day before, 
the Governor granted a reprieve until 
he could investigate a petition for his 
commutation. Powell had been convict- 
ed of an unmentionable assault upon his 
ewn daughter, Mra, Ida Despain, but he 
has declared from the first that his con- 
viction was brought about by false tes- 
timony. And yet he has borne no mal- 
ice against his daughter, who would 
have sworn his life away and who, pro- 
testing against his commutation, de- 
tlared that nothing would give her 
greater pleasure than to see her father 
hanged. 

Powell begged that his daughter visit 
him in jail, but she indignantly re- 
fused and scoffed at his professions of 
religion. Sheriff Nash, Jailer Fuller 
and others interceded with her to go 
and see her father, but she insisted that 
she “had no desire.on earth to see him.” 

“He says that he wants to pray for 
me that my sins may be forgiven for 
the stand I have taken against him,” 
she said. “I have ne confidence what- 
ever in his prayers and do not care to 
have him pray for me I prayed and 
begged and prayed with him on that 
fateful night of May 9, 1910, not to 
_ Bbuse me as he was doing. I have 

wounds on me now caused by his beat- 
ings of that night. The statement that 
he was drunk is absolutely witheut 
foundation. He had some whiskey and 
forced me to drink some of it, but he 
was not drunk. I certainly hope and 
pray the good people of this county 
will not interfere and will let the law 
take its course. I am surprised to knew 
that so many men who have wives and 
mothers and daughters would sign « 
petition to assist a man to escape pun- 
ishment for such a crime as Powell 
committed.”

With everything at their command, 
Kenta reflected, Americans are indif~ 
ferent to the preservation of a picture 
of themselves and their achievements 
for the guidance of the historian who 
writes of them a century or two hence. 
The newspapers keep a close watch on 
current happenings. The camera gives 
a faithful picture of what it sees; the 
phonograph a tone-perfect mimic ef 
what it hears; but there has been no 
scientific plan of assembling and guard- 
ing all these witnesses that they may 
give testimony in years to come. 

“We pride ourselves on the many in- 
ventions that record history in the mak- 
ing,” sald Mr. Konta to a correspondent 
of the ,Post-Dispatch whe talked to him 
mm New York. “The retary press and 
the camera are preserving the very 
ferm and pressure of our times, but 
we are likely to overlook our negli- 
gence and shortcomings. 


Whitman Not Mentioned. 
‘Marcus Whitman rode from the Pa- 


cifle Coast to Washington to arouse the 
country to the danger of British ag- 
gression and save Oregon to the Union. 
St.. Louls was on his route, but did he 
stop there? A writer who searched the 
files of the old Missourr Republican 
failed te find a mention of Whitman. 

“Did Whitman really ride? The feat 
has been celebrated in poetry, but who 
relies on peetry for facts?

| BERNARD SHAW’S CLEVERNESS. 

Mr. Shaw’s cleverness is now chiefly engaged 
with getting itself properly classified with rela- 
tion to other cleverness. Introducing the French 
dramatist, Brieux, in a transla..c. of three of 
the latter’s plays, he compares him to Shaks- 
peare and Moliere. This appears disinterested 
enough until one rcads the plays of Brieux and 
discovers how astonishly alik> he and Shaw are, 
but how a-nazingly more clever the Irishman is. 

The Shaw design becomes apparent at once. 
Shaw, whom the reader at once proclaims the 
cleverer of the tw», calls attention to the clever- 
ness of Brieux, excibits samples of his work, ani 
ranks him with Shakspeare and Moliere. There- 
fore, Shaw himseif, instantly occurring to the 
reader as a cleverer dramatist than Brieux, who 
ranks with Shakspeare and Moliere, ranks above 
Shakspeare and Moliere. Tr r .der cannot es- 
cape this logical ‘eduction, and Shaw -knows he 
cannot. It is above the cleverest thing he has 
done yet. 

Very few people like Brieux. Mr. Shaw does. 
He writes with less cleverness exactly as Mr. 
Shaw does, and ranks with Shakspeare and Mo- 
liere. He serves as a medium by which we are 
to get some notion of what Mr. Shaw’s place in 
literature is to be. Francis Galton could not find 
anyone else in history deserving to be rankei 
intellectually with Socrates and Phidias. Mr. 
Shaw, similarly, eearches for another such clever 
dramatist as Mr. Shaw.

CONVENIENCE AND POSTAL SAVINGS. 

It is expected that by the close of the year, 
and perhaps by the close of September, - postal 
savings banks will be opened in all the first-class 
postoffices of the country. Added to the total 
of offices of the second class this will give a total 
of 2200 depositories, opened in giving the system 
its frst fairly comprehensive test. 

As far as tested, it has succeeded. It has 
brought out.cash reserves which the ordinary 
system of banking does not reach. Its operation 
will add the grand total of all savings thus 
reached to money in circulation, available for the 
purposes of banking and all other business. 

_ ‘While the system operates only through the 
central postoffice in St. Louis and other large 
cities, it will not be tested in any sense in which 
such a test would be considered adequate in or- 
dinary business, The public has come to rely on 
the routine of carrier delivery until the central 
“postoffice” is hardly a reality for city people 
They know the location of the building, but un- 
der its own routine, it is practically as far re- 
moved from theirs as if it were located beyond 
the, city limits. This will be partly overcome 
when savings are received at every branch post- 
office. The test will be complete only when it is 
as convenient to deposit savings with the post- 
office as with private banks. As far as the test 
goes until that basis of business convenience is 
established, the best results will be only pre- 


liminary.

There is a neat bit of irony in Senator Stone's 
remark. that former Gov. Folk will agree to the 
proposal of a Missouri primary to name the 
State Democracy’s choice of a presidential can-| 
didate, because “he has been a pronounced ad- 
vocate of the initiative, referendum and pri- 


is the sponsor of the primary law on the stat- 
ute books, and it stands to reason that he will 
be even anxious to let the matter go to the voters 
of the party at a primary.” 

From a serious standpoint of principle, no an- 
swer to this is possible to Mr. Folk except a 
hearty acquiescence, Nor is it probable that he 
would oppose s primary if one could be held 
under proper conditions. The primary election 
for all candidates was one of the pet measures 
of his administration. He insisted upon apply- 
ing it to the.senatorship, and the presidential 
primary is one of the hobbies of the element 
with which he is aligned. At the first senatorial 
primary Mr. Folk was beaten, and that was his 
last appearance as a condidate. 

There is no law for a presidential primary. 
If one were called it would have to be held un- 
der the control and supervision of State commit- 
tees without legal safeguards. Everyone knows 
what a farce that sort of a primary would be. 
It would no more express the party will than 
the old ward primary and the boss-packed con-. 
vention. Mr. Folk himself suffered from the 
absence of a penal clause in the senatorial 
primary law. 

But delegates to a representative convention 
can be chosen under the primary law. It is im- 
perative that the Democrats of this State shall 
have a fair opportunity to express their con- 
victions with regard to the choice of a presi- 
dential candidate. Mr. Folk has no more right 
to the support of the Missouri delegation to 
the national Democratic convention than any 
other Democrat. The convention which in- 
dorsed him was composed of candidates and 
It was not authorized to desig- 
nate the party’s choice for the presidential nomi- 
nation, and this question did not enter into the 
election of any! of its members. The adoption of 
the resolution indorsing him was prompted by 
considérations of immediate political expediency. 
It was a device to harmonize the party and pro- 
mote personal ambitions. Its weight lies en- 
tirely in the implied pledge of loyalty on the 
part of the men who passed the resolution. 

There should be no misunderstanding of the 
situation. The Democrats of this State have yet 
to designate their choice for the presidency. 
The field {s open to all candidates in or out of 
the State.

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WIFEHOOD AS A PROFESSION. 

In her thoughtful and outspoken article on the 
Sinclair case, in the Post-Dispatch, Lilian 
Bell says there are thousands of marriages hang- 
ing together today under any excuse but the real 
one, which is that the wife’s mother and father 
“were criminally negligent in failing to provide 
her with a profession by which she could go 
forth with clean morals and a stout heart and 
earn bread for herself and her children.” 

This is getting serious. It is an indictment 
of perhaps millions of fathers and mothers who 
have not yet had time or opportunity to imbibe 
the new views on marriage, and who have always 
looked upon the position of wife and mother 
as one of the most honorable and necessary pro- 
fessions which civilization has evolved. 

It is also a sweeping indictment of the millions 
of workers who, under existing industrial con- 
ditions, only average a trifle over $500 per annum, 
on which they live and rear families. What “pro- 
fession” has Lillian Bell in mind for the daught- 
ers of this great army of parents who can barely 
make both ends meet financially? Are they all 
to become school teachers, stenographers, type- 
writers or manicures? Already the business col- 
leges turn out more women than the offices can 
hold, while the supply of teachers is abundant. 
And are any of these “professions” or vocations 
more honorable or necessary than that of wife 
and mother? Shall we admit that the woman 
who prefers, though not entirely happy in the 
marriage relation, to continue in it, for the sak> 
of the children and of society, is acting a dis- 
honorable part? Are her morals less clean, her 
heart less stout, than if she entered into collusion 








with an equally selfish husband to break up the} 


family tie, regardless of such “flimsy excuses” 
as “consideration for the children?” 
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It would seem that the question is not now so 
much if women should meet men on an equal 
footing as it is if they should meet them on an 
equal panting.

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JUNKETS SUN DOESN’T SET ON. 

If the legislative end of tha Government has 
been showing an excessive fondness for investi- 
gations, the executive end hasn’t been slow about 
engaging in junkets at every opportunity or no 
opportunity at all. The sun will hardly set on 
Secretary Fisher up in Western Alaska before it 
will rise on Secretary Meyers junketing his way 
from west to east in Europe while he inspects 
dock yards. 

Stimson, Wilson, Nagel and other Cabinet offi- 
cers, Forester Graves, Reclamation Director New- 
ell, Immigration Commissioner Keefe and lesser 
officials either have undertaken or are. about to 
undertake this year pilgrimages that extend from 
Porto Rico on the east to Hawaii on the west. 
Sixty persons, mostly officials, will attend a con- 
ference on National Parks in the attractive Yel- 
lowstone country next week.

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WORM-FENCE NATIONAL HIGHWAYS. 

In a late edition of the Los Angeles Time;’ 
Sunday edition, a 16-page section printed on pink 
paper is devoted to the two proposed national 
highways from ocean to ocean, following the 
old Oregon and Santa Fe trails. Much general 
information of value about the ambitious proj- 
ects is printed. Their prospective influence in 
diverting tourists from Europe to America and 
their great utility in other obvious directions are 
emphasized. The cost is estimated at not less 
than $50,000,000 for each route. 

A double-page map of the two routes {s printed, 
which shows New York, Baltimore and Wash- 
ington as the eastern termini of both. From the 
capital the two highways pursue separate routes 
to Southern Ohio and Southern Indiana and then 
both take a great loop up to Chicago. From that 
city the northerly highway runs almost directly 
west to Davenport, Des Moines and Omaha, while 
the southerly route loops down again to crosg the 
Mississippi in the vicinity of Hannibal and run 
west to Kansas City. 

The roundabout route via Chicago may per- 
haps be selected for the northerly highway with- 
out any very vigorous protest, thougn it adds 





much to its length. Why, however, should the 


southerly highway loop away up to the foot of 
Lake Michigan and then loop back again, with a 
loss of many hundreds miles in distance? Neither 
sentimental nor practical considerations justify 
any such worm-fence course for a national high- 
way. 

The southerly; or Santa Fe trail, highway 
should, of course, follow the old Cumberland 
road from Ohio and Indiana straight along the 
short cut to St. Louis. From this city a choice of 
three different routes across Missouri will be 
afforded under the plans recently adopted for an 
upper, a central and a lower cross-State highway 
to. Kansas City. 

It having been necessary to land United 
States marines in Nicaragua and Honduras no 
less than five times in the last twelve months, 
there may be some force in the proposal of the 
Central American republics to abandon the peace 
court at Cartago as involving too heavy an ex- 


pense. 
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From the way Big Chief Roosevelt started out 
a few years ago one naturally supposed that we 
would make pemmican of the Beef Trust long 
before this.

LATIN-AMERICAN TRADE. 
From the New York Times. 

No one who has given the matter serious at- 
tention doubts that South’ American trade, espe- 
clally in Argentina, Brazil, Chile and Peru, has 
advanced very rapidly in the last generation; 
that it is now far greater than that of Canada, 
that it is bound to grow in an increasing ratio, 
that we have a pitifully small share of it, and 
that we shall get but little more until our absurd 
tariff restrictions are removed. 

Now the foreign trade of Argentina is upward 
of $800,000,000; that of Brazil some $300,000,000; 
that of Chile at least $200,000,000, and that of all 
the other chief countries of South America is 
over a billion and a half. Of this very consider- 
able traffic the United States enjoys a beggarly 
12 per cent to 15 per cent. We could have a good 
part of it, probably the larger part, for the asking 
—that is, for the asking in a really fair and 
friendly manner. 

The official attitude of the United States as 
represented by legislation, which is sustained by 
a public sentfment largely inspired by manufac- 
turers, has been until recently one of frank hos- 
tility to foreign commerce. The law treats for- 
eign commerce as a quasi-criminal practice and 
heavily fines all those who indulge in any one of 
the thousand forms of it proscribed by the tariff.

HOME AGAIN? 

Just a Minute’s now famous set of road rules 
for the regulation of automobile traffic in rural 
Missouri are home again. They have been away 
three years, In that time they have toured pretty 
much all of the American and Canadian press, a 
number of English papers and some few publica- 
tions on the European continent. Their experi- 
ences have been many. For instance, an Tilinols 
lawmaker facetiously introduced them in his 
State Legislature, and the Ripon (Wis.) Weekly 
Press claimed them as its own. They 
in New York last week and at once called on the 
Evening Post, where we happily found them, We 
have stripped off all the tourist stickers, includ- 
ing that of the Wisconsin newspaper mentioned 
above, and take pleasure in presenting them 
again to those who participated in that memora- 
ble sendoff with which we started them upon their 
way.

Its people 
believe in making every baby a member of the 
great French republic. Therefore the ptismal, 

Marie Philiberte Seve is the first “citizen” to 
have taken the republican baptismal. She I!s 4 
weéks old. Here is the ceremony. The Mayor 
takes the child and says: 

“Citizeness, you are welcome into our great 
family, which has liberated itself from the dog- 
mas of the church and has separated from the 
same church.

After they become 
regular boarders, the boys must 
meet other conditions. which relate 
wholly to their life at the hotel. 
Each guest must pay for his board 
one-half of his weekly salary up to 
$6 a week. Beyond that the restric- 
tiong are such that any good boy can 
comply with. 

The funds for the hotel were col- 
lected and subscribed by members of 
the Juvenile Improvement Club, 
which owns the building. It is fig- 
ured that the guests will pay an av- 
erage of $400 to $450 a week, which 
will be sufficient to run the hotel. 
Any deficit will be made up out of 
the club’s funds,

TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 9.—The new 
cut-off of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe Railroad from Dodge City, Kan., 
to Colmar, N. M., will be one of the 
wonders of the railroad world. It will 
be an absolutely straight Mne for 157 
miles, it will not touch an established 
town along the whole line and it will 
be the cheapest piece of track ever 


built in the West. 

In marking the route on the return 
from their trip over it, the surveyors 
simply took a map and a foot rule and 
drew a straight line from Dodge City 
to Colmar. 

The railroad company will not have 
to spend a cent for the right-of-way, 
that being one condition of its pbuilding, 
and for miles and miles it will be neces- 
sary only to lay the ties and rails on 
the flat prairie and throw up ballast 
from either side. Officials of the Santa 
Fe will make more money out of the 
building of the road than the road itself 
will cost. 

The road crosses the five railroadless 
counties of Southwestern Kansas, where 
land sells—or did before the building 
of the road was announced—at $7 an 
acre. Before they announced the pur- 
pose of building the road, Santa Fe 
officials bought 19,000 acres in Gray 
County, 15,000 acres in Haskell County, 
17,000 in Seward County, 43,000 in Grant, 
49.000 in ‘Stevens and 100,000 in Morton. 
When the road is running, this land 
will be worth an average of $20 an acre. 

The line goes from Dodge City south- 
west across the country, missing every 


.county-seat town or other settlement.

TH LOBBYISTS 
JN TERROR AFTER 
DIEGLE SQUEALS 


Legislative Grafters Who Es- 
caped Detectives’ Traps 
Now Are Trembling. 








TELLS WHO PAID MONEY 


Drinking Bouts Were Features of 
Parties When Deals Were 
Arranged. 


COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 9.—The con- 
fession of Rodney J. Diegle, sergeant- 
at-arms of the Ohio Senate. has put a 
new phase on the graft inquiry and 
politicians who have felt safe all sum- 
aner are now in a panic. 

Looking along the line of their de- 
fenses the grafters saw some weak- 
spots, but none of them thought the 
break would come where Diegle stood. 
He had been the clearing house for lob- 
byists and Senators. Like most men 
occupying a similar position, his prin- 
cipal capital was a well earned repu- 
tation for being a good @ellow and now 
he has told so much about Ohio cor- 
ruption that the guilty ones are 
stunned with amazement. He has been 
convicted and sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary’*for his share in the boodling last 
winter' but seems averse to going to 
prison alone. On this he says: 

‘Men who ought to: suffer in this 
business are runnirg to cover like rats. 
While I propose to fight my conviction 
to the end, if the doors of the peniten- 
tiary do close behind me I believe there 
are others who will go, too.” 

Two Days for Graft Story. 

The confession of Diegle was made 
while he was on a trip from Sandusky 
to Detroit,, Mount Clemens, Mich., and 
Cleveland where Diegle spent two days 
at the Hollenden Hotel detailing his 
knowledge of Ohio graft to a represen- 
tative of the State and the press. 

It is said he expects immunity as a 
reward for his revelations, but the pros- 
ecution says no such reward will be 
considered unless Diegle lays bare some 
facts he has so far concealed. 

The story told by Diegle shows the 
most amazing atate of debauchery at 
the recent session of the Legislature. 
Most of the negotiations were conduct- 
ed between midnight and morning in 
questionable’ houses of Columbus or at 
road houses outside the city. 

Bargains Made on “Joy Rides.” 

According to Diegle the usual proceed- 
ing was for a lobbyist to invite several 
Senators for a ‘“‘joy ride.’" In the party 
would be some who had already been 
‘“‘fixed,’’ and others whose support was 
desired for or against pending legisia- 
tion. When many bottles of wine had 
been opened at the expense of the lob- 
byist, the subject would be mentioned, 
and the Senators already lined up would 
aid the lobbyist in presenting the mat- 
ter to the others. By the time the par- 
ty returned to their hotels early in the 
morning the affair was generaly ar- 
ranged with satisfaction to the lobby- 
ist. 

This was not always the case, how- 
ever, and Diegle tells of one instance in 
which a Senator remained obdurate and 
declined to “listen to reason,”’ as yield- 
ing to a bribe-giver was termed. 

Those with him labored long and earn- 
estly with the obstinate one. It was 
a hurry-up case for the vote was to be 
taken the following day, and one more 
vote was needed. Many propositions 
were made by the lobbyist, and all re- 
fused. «The Senator was drinking heav- 
ily, and when it became evident that he 
would not yield, he drank a glass of 
wine in a notorious resort that had a 
strange effect on him. Five minutes la- 
ter he rolled over on a sofa and could 
not be aroused. 

Voted Without Kuowing, It. 

He was taken in an automobile to his 
hotel and carried to his room. The next 
day he was still in a semi-conscious con- 
dition, and unable to walk without a man 
on each side to support him. 

At the Capitol, the hour for the vote 
approached, and Senators in favor of 
the measure in question arranged to 
have the cloakroom cleared. At the 
right moment an automobile from the 
hotel took the Senator to the Capitol 
with a friend of the lobbyist holding 
either arm to keep the lawmaker from 
falling. He was carried to the cloak- 
room, and as his name was called the 
door was opened and the sick Sena- 
tor’s face appeared. A voice said “aye,”’ 
and the Sena@tor’s vote was so re- 
corded. He was then carried back to 
the automobile and taken to his hotel, 
where he was put to bed again. 

When he recovered a few days later, 
he had no remembrance of the incident, 
and was surprised to find himself re- 
corded as voting for the bill. 

Prominent Men Supplied Funds, 

The most important feature of the 
confession Diegle has made is the men- 
tioning of many men standing high in 
professional and business circles of the 
State who are accused of being the rea] 
power behind the lobbyists and of 
furnishing the money used. In some 
cases these men came to Columbus and 
joined the “joy riders’’ while important 
negotiations were under way s0 as to 
be on hand during some of these mid- 
night to morning sessions when it wag 
desirable for the lobbyists to have a 
principal at hand for quick consulta- 
tion. 

Diegle is #4 years old and a hotel 
man outside his profession as a politi- 
cian. How far his story will go to- 
ward obtaining immunity is not known.’ 
How far it has gone toward disturb- 
ing the fancied security of those he 
implicates is shown in the panic sweep- 
ing over the State since Diegle began

Candidates to be nominated at a 
general primary, 14 receiving the 
highest vote to go on official ballot 
for regular election at which seven

Commissioners to qualify and serve 
three-year terms; also to fill vacancies 
and to choose one of number to be May- 
or, with additional salary of $600. Corm- 
missioner’s salary to be $4000 a year. 
Commissioners to have and to. exer 
cise all powers now vested in Mayor, 
Council, Water Board, Fire and Police 
Board, Park Board, and all other boards 
created by statute for said city. 
Commission may at any time continue 
or abolish any existing office or employ- 
ment, and create any office or board 
deemed necessary, and fix salaries there- 
of, and impose additional duties on oth- 
er officers, with or without additional 
pay.

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POLITICAL GRAFT 
THEIR END ‘a 


Oklahoma Paper Asserts Instjtu- 
tions Are Too Numerous, 
Asks People’s Vote. 


TULSA, Ok., Sept. 6—The Tulsa 
World, one of the influential newspa- 
pers in Oklahoma, has begun a cam- 
paign for the abolition of needless State 
Institutions created by the first State 
Legislature, particularly schools. Okla- 
homa, for no other purpose than to pay 
political obligations, it is charged, has 
established enough state schools for a 
Blate with twice the population of New 
York. It has six state normals, six agri- 
cultura] colleges, university preparatory 
schools and other institutions of a semi- 
school character galore. 

The normal schools, agriculture col- 
leges and university preparatory schools 
are the butt of attack by the World, 
which would Initiate and refer to the 
people a bill doing away with at least 
four normal schools, five agricultural] 
tolleges and all university preparatory 
ichools. 

The idea ts meeting with favor all 
»ver the State and it is very likely that 
when the prohibition question is again 
referred to the people, as it will be ap- 
parently late in the fall, another bill 
seeking to abolish useless state schools 
will also be referred. 

It is asserted that State institutions 
have been so located geographically by 
the Legislature that counties with State 
institutions have enough representation 
in the Lower House to dictate what 
legislation shall be killed. Gov. Lee 
Cruce, last winter in vetoing features of 
the enormous appropriations made for 
State Institutions, said the only check 
between the tax payers and proposed 
raids on the treasury for State insti- 
tutions was the Governor’s veto and he 
incurred the enmity of supporters of 
schools by using the “pruning knife” 
wit.. vigor.

that in time of war, a foreign foe un- 
der cloak of darkness might creep close 
to the coast line of the United States 
and destroy the coast defenses, the War 
Department has planned a program of 
extensive night target ‘practice exer- 
cises for the coast artillery corps. 

Qne of the-biggest drills will be held

MAN SHOT IN A 


HOTEL TEARS UP 


Cigar Salesman Fires Bullets 
-Into Member of Prominent 
Kansas City Family. 


CHASED DOWN. CORRIDOR 





H. C.. Gumbel Jr., When 
Wounded, Asks That His 
Mother Be Sent’For.

Cc. Gumbel, as he lay with three bullets 
in his body, tonight tore to pieces three 
lefters that would probably have ex- 
plaifed why Robert F. Curtis shot him 
in his room on the fourth floor of the 
Kupper. Hotel, this afternoon. The 


wounded man, still conscious and suf- 
fering intensely, deliberately destroyed 
the evidence in the presence of persons 
who had gone to his aid. 

Curtis is a cigar salesman. He recently 
brought suit for divorce, naming Gumbel 
as corespondent. Gumbel’s mother for- 
merly owned the Gumbel Building here. 

Curtis fled after the shooting and no- 
kody saw him leave. He went to the 
Sheriff's office and: surrendered. Ho 
bunded Joseph Strauss, the jailer, nis 
revolver, and said: “I shot him four 
times and I believe every bullet took 
effect.” 

Curtis was smoking a cigar and did 
net appear excited. He stood in the 
etfice and telephoned to attorneys and 
friends. | 

Gumbel’s condition is critical. 

After three shots were fired Gumbel 
ran down the corridor of the hotel and 
then there was a fourth shot. 

Gumbel turned to another wing of the 
hotel. He evidenjly tried to escape by 
getting into a room, but he failed to 
find a refuge until he reached the dour 
of the last room, 429. That was’ the 
one Curtis had occupied, and it’ was 
through..the telephone im Curtis’ room 
that’ Gumbel shouted to the operator,

Taft has somewhat changed the list of 
topics upon which he will speak on the 
coming Western trip. He has elimi- 
nated much of the politics at first coh- 
templated and will speak more on gov- 


ernmental questions—questions affctsting 
the whole nation. The chief of these 
will be that upon the uniformity of 
divorce laws and the laws regulating 
the remarriage of divorcees, which the 
Post-Dispatch has advocated for years 
and which it has so strongly urged 
should apply in the marriage of Col. 
Astor to Madaline Force. 


The President at first thought he 
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Remarriage ONCE Is All Right,

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would speak on this subject at some 
other time than this trip, but the re- 
cent marriages of divorcees—divorcees 
prohibited from marrying in the states 
in which the divorces wert granted—is 
believed to have prompted him to do it 
now. 


President Taft feels that the laws 


governing divorces and the remarriage: 


of divorcees in the United States should 
be uniform. 


Will Advocate New Laws. 
He will advocate that the laws be 


made so uniform as to prevent a man 
or woman prohibited from marrying in 
one state from going into another state 
and having the ceremony performed. 
His opinion is that the present laws in 
most of the states are such that the law 
in one state virtually nullifies that .in 
another. 

The President is decided and emphatic 
on this question. 

He is willing to see divorces” granted 
when the cause on either side is jus- 
tifiable, but he is strongly, almost 
bitterly, opposed to divorces being 
granted in the general manner in 
which they have been in the last few 
years and to the remarrying of di- 
vorcees, as has been the general cus- 
tom, 


Will Promote Uniform Laws. 


The education of the pecple in the 
individual states to this view is what 
the President thinks is necessary te 
bring about a uniformity of divorce 
lav7s. He will use much of his time 
on the trip to teaching this lesson. 

The President will not stop on di- 
vorce in asking. for uniformity of 
laws among the states; he will go 
further and advocate the uniformity 
of laws covering many of the pres- 
ent day problems. He will urge that 
there be uniform lawg compelling re- 
epect for the uniform of the army 
and navy from proprtetors of places 
of amusement, 

He has selected about 17 different 
subjects which are non-political upon 
which he will speak. \It will be at 
Republican clubs and such organize- 
tions that he will talk politics.

JAS. H. CRONIN 
IS NEAR DEATH 





Former Butler Protege Sinking 
While Old Chieftain 
Lies Dead. | 

James M. Cronin, former Justice of the 
Pesce, Speaker of the House of Dele- 
gates and Democratic leader of the old 
First Ward, now the Fifth Ward, is 
fighting his last battle at the Mullan- 
phy Hospital. 

Though his physicians, including Dr. 
Heine Marks, who amputated Cronin’s 
left. leg two weeks ago, have practically 
alendoned hope for his recovery, Cro- 
nin’s remarkable vitality is asserting it- 
act, 

At the hospital last night it was said 
that while he had not regained con- 
sciousness, his condition had shown no 
miiterial change in the last 24 hours. 

Left Leg Amputated. 

Cronin was taken to the hospital early 
in August, suffering from blood poison- 
ing, his foot having become infected 11 
weeks after a chiropodist removed 4 
cullous. His left leg was amputated 
Aug. 22 by Dr. Marks. At first the 
operation appeared to be successful.

Clubs at Boston President 
Had Wrong Advisers. 


SOLICITUDE FOR THE FEW 


Says Peopie Must Suffer That 
Beneficiaries of High Duties 
May Be Protected. 


By Associated Press. 
BOSTON, Sept. §.—President Taft's 


attitude toward tariff reform was at- 
tacked by Gov. Judson Harmon of 


Ohio tonight tn a speech before the 
gathering of Democratic clubs. Gov. 
Harmon said that the Presidett's 
course in vetoing tariff bills passed 
by thé spécial séssion of Cohgress in- 
dicated that he had been reached by 
“wrong advisers.” 

Speaking of the President's objec- 
tions to those bills, he said: ‘These 
and other marks of paternity suggest 
the question whether the vetoes may 
not havé béen adopted offepring, lixe 
the defence of Ballinger? 

“He needeég no commissioner,” said 
the speaker, “when he promised a 
general reduction before his election, 
nor when he called the special ses- 
sion to kéep the promisé, nor when he 
signed the bill that broke the prom- 
ise, nor when he confessed that the 
woolen and cotton goods duties were 
too high, nor when he made the 
agreement with Canada. 

President’s Position. 
“His position is simply that those 
who, by the trickery of tarif?’ mak- 
ing, have secured a license to im- 
pose exorbitant prices on the Amer- 
lean peop‘e, shall go on doing it, in 
spite of the action of both houses 
of Congress, until fiVe men who are 
not responsible to the péople, nor 
even experts, shall advise him how 
much these favored taxes ought to be 
reduced and how to do it scientifical- 
ly. 
“He admits they are too high on 
these absolute and universal necevssi- 
ties of life, but he fears those billg 
may have cut them too much. All 
the men, women and children in the 
land must cantinue to suffer an ad- 
mitted wrong which affects health 
and comfort rather than run any risk 
of causing too much shrinkage in 
profits made excessive by law. ‘The 
peopie must not even have the benes- 
fit of the doubt. 

Goed Sense Defied. 

“Tf the present tartif charges “haa 
been fixed merely without proper 
knowledge and skill it coyrd well be 
said that an ‘unscientific’ remedy is 
good enough for an i wunscientific 
wrong, especially when those who 
aoply the remedy have the advantage 
ef deaiing with actual results while 
those who did the wrong acted only 
on conjecture. 

“But the Payne-Aldrich-Smoot law 
had a far worse sire than ignorance. 
And it is a reflection on Our plan of 
government to say that the flagrant 
iniquities of that law shall go on 
defying good sense, common knowl- 
edge and honest purpose until a com- 
mission without legal responsibility 
or authority shall decide how the 
duly chosen law making body may 
deal with them. 

Power of the Veto. 

“T belléve in the vets powef. But 
it is to be employed only on the 
clear and positive conviction of the 
executive that the public interest so 
requires. He ig allowed 10 days to 
consider and decide. If he rémains 
in doubt at the end of that time ac- 
tion on his part is dispensed with 
ang the judgment of the legislative 
vody becomes effective without it. 

“For the President to defeat the 
action of Congress, especially when 
it follows the plain mandate of the 
,0untry, merely because he is not 
certain about it himself and wants to 
walt for somebody else to advise 
him, is a new and a perilous depar- 
ture from the wise design of the 
Constitution. 


Delay the,Only Result. 

“We have had tariff commissions 
before, but none of them ever accom- 
plished anything but delay. And if 
ever time is money, it certainly is to 
the beneficiaries of @ favor tariff. 
The consumers of the country are en- 
titled at least to partial immediate 
relief, This Congress gave, and the 
President took it away. His tender- 
ness was all for the few who profit 
by the present excessive rates. He 
hardened his heart to the multitude 
who are compelled to pay the exor- 
bitant prices. 

“Not content with calling the ma- 
jority in Congress unscientific, in- 
competent and ignorant,” continued 
Gov. Harmon, “though in his -vetoes 
he did so in parliamentary phrase,

Several musicians are in a critical 
state, but no deaths of American or 
foreign missionaries are known to have 
occurred. There.is great anxiety on 
this point. 

Advices today. confirm the report that 
the American Baptist Chapel at Quinsan, 
an outpost of the Suchan Mission Sta+ 
tion, has been attacked and wrécked 
by Chinese. They believed thé foreign: 
ers had large quantities of gold and 
jewelry stored on the premises. This

The foreigners in the prov- 
inces, by advice of the Viceroy, recent- 
ly abandoned the outlying towns and 
concentrated at Chengtu, under the im- 
mediate protection of the Canadian 
Methodist Mission.

Flurry in Financial 
Circles.

BERLIN, Sept. &—The financial 
world today experienced the worst 


» Gay since the beginning of the Moroo- 


can erisis. It was darker than any 
during the American panic of 19¢T. 

Although there were ne devrebep- 
ments to justify it, a feeling ap- 
proaching panic was widely evident 
throughout Germany. Newspaper of- 
fices were repeatedly queried as to 
whether it was true that the meobil- 
igation ef the German army already 
hed been ordered. A storm ef selling 
orders burst on the Bourse. Further 
savings bank runs were developed 
at Ocslogne, Essen, Aix-les-Chapelie 
and other places, even including a 
Berlin suburb. 

The seat of unrest seems to be in 
the provinces, where the little in- 
‘vestors and savers are possessed with 
the idea that war is about to break 
and are determined to secure their 
investments at all costs. But the 
big banks gave them no encourage- 
ment and joined in the selling move- 
ment, 

The break in the American market, 
the bad crop situation and the expecta- 
tion that the high cost of living would 
lead te labor troubles, all contributed 
to the sharp decline in prices on the 
Bourse. Iron and electric shares de- 
clined from 4 to 6 points and Canadian 
Pacific lost 6. 

The situation was so serious that ft 
evoked a scathing mapired rebuke ad- 
dressed to German business men 
-hrough the Lokal Anzeiger, pointing 
out the folly of persons losing their 


‘heads over senseless and tncredible ru- 
/ mors now in circulation, the falsity of 


which was evident. The paper declured 
that an agreement already had been 
reached regarding the general ebject of 
the Franco-German negotiations — rela- 
tive to Morocco, but that time was neo- 
essary to work out the guarantees. 

If public feeling rises, the Government 
probably will be forced to issue an of- 
ficial statement regarding the Meroccan 
situation, though it is feared that this 
will influence the negotiationg in an 
unfavorable manner.

IDENT ALIEN 


Zealous New York Policeman 
Delays Departure of Seattle 
Man Under New Law. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—Henry C. Beck- 
er, a German resident of Seattle, was 
not able to sail on the liner Cleveland 
today, although he had purchased his 
passage by telegraph a week ago. Im- 
mediately on his arrival in New York, 
e@ few hours before sailing time, he was 
arrested by a New York policeman, be- 
cause he carried a shotgun in a leather 
bag, in his hand. His case will be 
made a test of the new weapon law in 
this State, whereby the possession of a 
dangerous weapon by an alien is made 
a felony punishable by seven years’ im- 
prisonment. 

Becker was probably the most aston- 
ished man in the United States when 
arrested. He regarded himself as a 
peaceful subject of the Kaiser, and had 
a hard time in understanding how he 
could possibly be violating any law. He 
was convinced that the letter of the law 
regarded him as a dangerous man when 
he was marched off to the Tombs Police 
Court and held without bail to await 
tlé action of the Grand Jury. 

District Attorney Whitman promised 
tohurry the case, however. It is un- 
likély that the Grand Jury will regard 
Becker’s offense as serious. The extent 
to.,which the new law may be carried, 
if enforced literally, was indicated yes- 
terday by the arrest of a peddler 
charged with having a razor in his pos- 
Séssion. 

A magistrate held in this case, how- 
ever, that ‘‘mere possession of a razor’ 
is not a crime. There must be proof of 
intent to use the razor as a weapon. 
The intent with which a person carnes 
@ razor is of vital importance. It must 
be a criminal intent, and that is a ques- 
tion of fact to be determined from all 
circumstances in‘each case.”’

Smithsonian Gets. Canadian Fa- 
vor for Him on-His Promise 
to Give It Game Killed. 








By Wire From the’Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—With the 
announcement that Kermit Roose- 
velt has started on a hunt in the 
wilds of New Brunswick to secure 
some specimens for the National Mu- 
seum has come the statement that 
the Smithsonian Institution authori- 
ties contemplate an early publication 
of the expenses of the Roosevelt ex- 
pedition into Africa with the names 
of those who paid the bills. 

At this time the total cost of the 
elder Roosevelt’s expedition is not 
given. It is known that two-fifths 
of the expense was borne by the 
Colonel and three-fifths by the 
Smithsonian Institute, No money ap- 
propriated by the Government for 
the support of the institution was 
used, it ia said, Secretary Walcott 
raising the three-fifths through con- 
tributions from friends of the for- 
mer President. 

Officially the trip is now recorded 
in the Smithsonian records as the 
“Smithsonian African Expenditures.” 
Roosevelt figures only as a member 
of the party. 

Kermit’s trip into the Canadian 
country to the north of Maine is at 
-higs own expense. Recently the mu- 
seum received a letter from him in 
which he said that he desired to get 
a permit from the Canadian Goyern- 
ment to shoot a few wild things in 
New Brunswick, specializing on 
moose and caribou. He agreed to turn 
over any game bagged to the Smith- 
sonian authorities if they would get 
him the permit. 

The permit was secured, limiting 
the kill to a bull and a cow moose, a 
bull and a cow. caribou and a pair 
of beavers. If Kermit is lucky and 
brings them down he will have the 
expense of the trip and the satisfac- 
tion of adding to his laurels as a

da Vinci’s masterpiece, 
“Monna Lisa,” from the Louvre con- 
tinues to fill the mind of the French 
public. The wonder grows greater as 


to the fate of the picture. Two the- 
ories have been advanced this week 
by well known authorities. 

Dr. Georges Dumas, professor of 
Experimental Psychology at the 
Sorbonne, in response to a request 
for his opinion as to the probable 
psychology of the theft, writes: 

“Opposed to the theory that the 
thief is a blackmailer trying to ex- 
tort money from the Government 
is another which will grow in likeli- 
hood as time makes the blackmail- 
ing theory more improbable.” 

Dr. Dumas then goes on to show 
the probability that “Monna Lisa” 
was stolen by a madman in love with 
the picture. 

“As to the mentality’ of such a 
thief,” he writes,“ “one will find it 
described in medical works where 
such lunatics are called fetichists, 
who tremble in the presence of beauty 
and became obsessed by it, often 
showing symbols of such beauty. 

‘Such a person would have car- 
ried ‘Monna Lisa’ to his rooms tremb- 
ling with joy, gloating over the pos- 
session like a miser, perhaps even in 
frenzy injuring the picture. When 
at last his insane passion spends 
its force, he may return the picture 
to the Louvre.” . 

Maurice Strauss, a well known 
writer, in an article in the Figaro, 
says the thief who stole “Monna Lisa” 
left his sign manual behind. He pro- 
ceeds to argue the thief could only 
have been Raymond, alias Worth, 
who stole the Gainsborough portrait 
of the Duchess of Devonshire. Con- 
siderable attention is being paid to 
this theory.

TOURS, France, Sept. 3.—-The mur- 
der mystery of Tours, which is akin 
to the Beattie case in America and 
which promised to become a cele- 
Drated case, has been solved in a 
most sensational manner. 

Paul Houssard, cousin of the vioc- 
tim, Henri Guillotin, has confessed he 
killed Guillotin because he loved 
Guillotin’s beautiful wife. As these 
dispatches told, Houssard was arrest- 
ed threg weeks after the murder and 
charged with the crime because the 
two bullets in Guillctin’s head fitted 
a gun of Houssard’s. But Houssard's 
presence in Paris on the night of the 
murder greatly puzzled the detectives. 
As it turns out, their theory was 
correct—he tried to establish a false 
alibi. 

The selutien of the crime emphea- 
sizes the olf saying “never trust a 
woman with a secret.” Every step 
toward the solution has been marked 
by a sensation, but the latest devel- 
opments followed each other with 
amasing rapidity. 

Was Wealthy Citizen. 

Henri Guillotin was a wealthy citi- 
sen of Tours; he was shot and killed 
early last June in a villa he had 
just bought here. At the time his 
wife was at their chateau a few miles 
out of this city; near it is the chateau 
Houssard. All the persons moved 
in the best society. . ° 

Although Houssard was strongly 
suspected, he steadfastly maintained 
his innocence, and it was apparently 
impossible to establish a case against 
him. Then two women “friends” of 
Mme. Guillotin informed the examin- 
ing Magistrate that Mme. Guillotin 


| 


had confided to them an all-important | 
secret—that on the night of the mur- 


der Houssard appeared at her chat- 
eau, awakened her by throwing sand 
against her bedroom window and 
iwhispered up to her, “Louise, you 
are free now.” oi 

Upon hearing this the Magistrate 
ordered Mme. Guillotin’s apprehen- 
sion as an accessory after the fact. 
Her arrest followed and broke Hous- 
sarda’s nerve, and he wrote to the 
Judge he had an important disclosure 
to make. | 

Confessed te Save Woman. 

Houssard then confessed he killed 
Guillotin because he loved Gulllotin’s 
wife. He swears she is innocent of 
all complicity in the crima, and rather 
than see her in prison, falsely ac- 
oused, he decided te make a confes- 
sion. In a word, to prevent suffer- 
ing to the woman he adores Hous- 
sard willingly offers himself to be 
beheaded. 

After this dramatic recital Houssar4 
gave the details of Guillotin’s mur- 
der, and told how, by using a fast 
automobile, he had tried to establish 
the alibi which baffled the police. 

Despite her too devoted admirer's 
confession, Mme. Guillotin has not 
been released. The police are nut 
convinced of her entire innocence, 
Bince her confession Houssard has 
tried twice to hang himself in his 
cell, but guards watch him day and 
night to make sure he does net 
thwart “the timbers of justice,” us 
the guillotine is called here.

SCHOOL TEACHER 
FACE JAIL TERM 


Kansas Prosecutor, After Inves- 
tigating Charges, Says He 
Will Insist on Sentence. 


SHADY BEND, Kan., Sept. 9.—The 15 
men and boys, all of them members of 
wealthy Lincoln: County families, who, 
on the night of Aug. 7, dragged Miss 
Mary Chamberlain, 2% years old, school 
teacher and daughtef of Joseph Cham- 
beriain, a wealthy farmer,sfrom a bug 
gy in which she was riding with Hd- 
ward Ricord, and applied a coat of 
tar and feathers to her body, will go 
to prison if W. W. McCandless, County 
Attorney, can possibly send them there. 

McCandless made this statement to- 
day. He declared he had more than 
enough evidence to obtain convictions 
In all the cases and that he would ac- 
cept nothing but jail sentences for the 
men found gullty. 

“While the Kansas law does not 
provide “punishment for this foul 
crime and we have to prosecute un- 
der an assault and battery charge,” 
he said today, “I will insist on a jail 
sentence. Assault and battery is 
punishable by a fine or imprison- 
ment. I won't stand for a fige as & 
penalty. The guilty must all go to 
jail.” 

McCanless and Stuart C. Wolford, 
Sheriff of Lincoln County, have thor- 
oughly investigated rumors. circu- 
lated about Miss Chamberlain. Both 
men declare the reports groundless. 

“We have found absolutely not one 
fact to°substantiate charges against 
Miss Chamberlain,” said McCanless 
today.

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MISSOURS FISH 
VIFLD IN 1 YEAR 
WORTH $330 000 


State’s Rivers Produce More An- 
~nually Than Those of Any 
Other in Union. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. §.—The riv- 
ers, streams and other fresh-water 
bodies of Missouri in 1910 yielded te its 
professional fishermen 7,400,000 pounds 
of aquatic products, chiefly fish, valued 
at probably $330,000, according to ad- 
vance information from the I8ii Red 
Book of the Bureau ef Labor Statistics, 
given publicity today by Commissioner 
Austin W. Biggs. 

In this vast “catch” are not incluged 
the accomplishments of the thousands 
of amateur sportsmen, whe spend an 
occasional day or two at some.fishing 
resort and often bag several peunds of 
fish, regardless ef size, age, species and 
other disparaging conditions. 

Besides fish, the professionals landed 
frogs, turtles, eels, crawfish and mus- 
sels, the shells of which are used in 
Missourt’s pearl button industry. Ger- 
man carp predominate among the fish, 
running probably 32,310,000 pounds, val- 
ved at $10,000, with oatfish and bull- 
heeds coming next, with a tetal weight 
of 1,810,000 pounds, valued at $56,000. Of 
the buffaio variety there were in the 
neighborhood of 1,150,000 pounds, valued 
at $35,000. Then there was a liberal 
supply of black bass, pike, perch, sun- 
fish, crappies, dogfish, drum, eel, pad- 
die, sturgeons and suckers. 

Southeastern Oorners Staples. 

Very little of Missouri's annual catch 
of fish is shipped from the State, so 
large is the home demand. St. Louis, 
Kansas City, St. Joseph, Springfield. 
Joplin, Sedalia and ether large manu- 
facturing centers consume nearly all. 
The Missouri and Mississippi rivers 
supply the bulk, but many thousand 
pounds are caught tn thd streams and 
lakes of Dunklin, Pemiscot, Mississippi, 
New Madrid and Butler counties and 
shipped into St. Louis, Cairo and Mem- 
phis. 

This is the corner of the State which 
supplies the tables of Missourfs epi- 
cureans with frog legs, turtles, eels 
and terrapina. Thousands of pounds 
are caught there annually by prefes- 
sional fishermen and shipped to St. 
Leuis, Chicago and other large cities. 
Early figuring reveals that 200,000 
pounds alone of these delicacies, val- 
ued at $60,000, were bagged and sold in 
Missouri in 1916.,

CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—Whether the 
Illinois Central Railroad shopmen 
will strike because of the refusal of 
President Markham to — tecognize 
their recently formed federation, w'll 
be decided tomorrow afternoon at 4 
meeting of the Executive Board of 
the nine international trade associa- 
tions involved. 

Several officers of the federation 
have, it is said. been in favor of 4 
strike ever since the railroad refused 
to grant their demands, but a number 
of other interested labor chiefs, in- 
cluding influential members of the 
international unions, are- counseling 
peace at this time, and it is said will 
do everything in their power to pre- 
vent a walkout. 

Secretary W. F. Kramer of the In- 
ternational Association of Machinists, 
Secretary William H. Davies of the 
International Association of Steamfit- 
ters and Philip Moran of the Execu- 
tive Board of the Federation of Illl- 
nois Central Employes are said to be 
among those who are using their in- 
fluence to prevent radical action. 

Officers Favor Strike, 

J. F. McCreary, president of the 
federated body, is one of those lead- 
ing the movement for a strike, and 
emphatically declares that a walkout 
cannot be averted in view of the atti- 
tude of the railroad officials. He ts 
supported in this position by several 
members of the Executive Board of 
the federation, who insist that de“- 


a }inite action be taken at the meeting 


s@eduled for tomorrow afternoon. 

It was learned today that, despite 
the statement of President McCreary 
of the federation, that all the local 
unions have not voted in favor of a 
strike. 

President Melican of the Burnsids 
Machinists’ Union declares his men 
have not voted to strike and are not 
likely to do so in the near future. 

Will Fight Walkout. 

Word was received that the mem- 
bers of the Executive Board of the 
International Association of Machin- 
ists will arrive in Chicago from San 
Francisco this evening. This organ- 
ization will be strongly represented 
at tomorrow’s conference and is said 
to be prepared to oppose immediate 
radical action, 

The conservative labor chiefs ad- 
mit. however, that if a majority of 
the unions involved decide to strike 
they will join in the walkout. 


The actual number of Illinois Cen-’ 


tral employes involved ih the dispute 
is said to be 6074, including machin- 
ists and helpers; sheet metal workers 
and helpers, painters and . helpers, 
blacksmiths and helpers, boilermak- 
ers and helpers, steamfitters and 
helpers, car repairers, car cleaners, 
car inspectors and laborers.

SUSPECT MURDER|

Owing to the 
scarcity of the choice to prime grades 
these have fully maintained their 
strength, but good, medium and cheap 
beef, which has been plentiful, cleared 
at lower values. All told about a quar- 
ter decline has developed on steers be- 
low the $7 mark. Best kinds, if any- 
thing, advanced a dime. Bulk of steers, 
1200 pounds and up, soldat a range of 
$6.50@7.50, and* lights and yearlings 
largely at $6@7.2. 

Butcher stock reflects an unchanged 
surface oe), so far as values are 
concerned. Receipts during the past 
week run largel; to this class of cattle 
and in common with steers nothing 
much in way of choice grade offerings 
showed up. A limited number of choice 
heifers sold from $6.50@7, although bulk 
of the supply was of a medium grass 
kind clearing at $4.50@5.25. Cows topped 
at $5, with bulk of sales on a §3.25@4 
basis. ; 

Butcher cattle sold fully steady with 
a week ago in all but one ingtance and 
that was on cow stuff selling from 4@

LONDON REVIEW. 


Special Cable from London Bureau of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, Sept. 9.—The sharp re- 
covery on the European stock ex- 
changes, early in the present week, 
represented the inevitable reaction of 
oversold markets, on the first indica- 
tion of a favorable outcome to the 
Moroccan negotiations. It was equal- 
ly inevitable, however, that this re- 
covery should be short- lived, as it 
proved to be when all our stock 
markets gave way again yesterday; 
because the factors contributing to 
the present financial depression are 
very numerous and very complex, and 
because the outside public is. still 
completely absent from the markets. 

The Franco-German negotiations 
still, of coursé, stand forth as an im- 
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partant than Morocco, or than home 
olitics and social unsettlement in 

ngland. The financial position of 
London, Paris and Berlin is a matter 
to be considered in itself. 

Here at London, for instance, as- 
sistance has had to be _ given to 
some financial firms, which has in- 
volved fuither compulsor liquida- 
tion, and there are in addition some 
very unpleasant rumors hich may 
materialize if the slump in American 
securities continues. Our great finan- 
cial houses are simply doing noth- 
ing, considering, apparently, that the 
situation is one in which to keep 
their powder dry. 

The Bank of England’s positton, as 
a result of the large gold reserves 
and reduced loans, has been made ex- 
ceptionally strong. It is possible that 
the Bank’s usually drastic curtail- 
ment of ordinary loans reflects a de- 
sire to hold itself in shape to control 
the money market at any moment. 
No one expects actual stringency, 
‘but an uncomfortable autumn with 
'chronic credit disturbances is appar- 
ently ahead. 

The case seems to be this: Both 
Paris and Berlin have overspeculated, 
and the resultant financial congestion 
is increased by the very large issues 
of new securities, earlier in the year. 
In addition to its burden of new loans 
and speculation in Russian indus- 
trials, Paris hag been adversely af- 
fected b the general economic posi- 
tion of France. 

Berlin has grossly over-speculated 
on the basis of money borrowed from 
Paris, and it has also loaned on its 
own account to Turkey more capital 
than its money market can spare. 
This is why urgent efforts are now 
being made by the German bankers 
to borrow from any and all outside 
quarters into October. 

There has been a great increase 
this week in the American finance 
bills on this market, and the view is 
held in some quarters that your 
European credit balance has probably 
disappeared. Lombard street is now 
quoting 3% per cent for your three- 
months drafts arriving, as against 
a 8% per cent rate for home bills of 
the same maturity, and the offers are 
accepted.

In the architectural symposium printed below, 
the artists discuss freely their ideas as to 
what Missouri’s capitol should be in style; a 
fliseussion not only of interest to the taxpayers, 
but of value to the officials having the manage- 
ment of the enterprise in hand. Important by- 
questions are alse raised, such as the wisdom of 
the legal requirement that the statehouse shall 
be built of Missouri stone, and the method by 
which the plans for the building should be se- 
lected. It is the unanimous opinion of the archi- 
tects interviewed that, since the law requires a 
competition, this should be conducted accordfng 
to the code adopted by the American Institute of 
Architects. 

In this connection, the fact is interesting that 
Maxime Reber, President of the St. Louis Board 
of Public Improvements, is planning to do away 
with the frills, or “gingerbread,” as he terms

That Barnard has assailed his problem in the 
armor of a thorough scientist is indicated by the 
name of his laboratory home at Darien, Conn. 
“The Housekeeping Experiment Station,” he calls 
it, after the fashion of the Government in desig- 
nating the various places devoted to its research 
work. Here, in his “station,” he applies the test 
of hard practical service to everything intended 
for the household. ; 

He tries stoves, cookers, utensils, lighting, 
heating and ventilating apparatus, cleaning com- 
pounds, dust cloths, vacuum cleaners, furnish- 
ings and foods. The results of his experiments 
he sets forth a a series of bulletins, which are 
distributéd by subscription among housewives. 

The following ,aragraphs, taken from one of 
Barnard’s recent bulletins, contain in condensa- 
tion the philosophy of his new science of effici- 
ency in the home: 

“If seience has come to the aid of the

Of what 
good is a dome? When you look up inside one 
from the bottom, it is like looking out of a well. 
You couldn’t get up in the top of it without an 
aeroplane, 

The expense of a dome alone should bar it from 
the Missouri capitol, to say nothing of the wis- 
dom of getting off the beaten track and doing 
something original. I calculate that a proper 
cupola for the Missouri statehouse would not cost 
less than a quarter of a million dollars, for whicn 
absolutely no practical value would be obtained. 

Our domical buildings appeal’ to foreigners as 
churches, as many of the greatest foreign cate- 
drals, such as St. Petér’s and St. Paul’s, have 
cupolas. I have had Europeans, looking at the 
St. Louis courthouse, ask me: ‘What church is 
that?” 

There are many beautiful buildings in the world 
of a public character which have'no domes. My 
ideal of a capitol for Missouri would be a well- 
designed classic bulicing, vf early Renaissance, 
or of Romanesque feeling. As a model™I sug-; 
state historical library at 
Madison, Wis,, which combines stateliness and 
dignity with a utilitarian simplicity. 

Still, under the usual conditions of public com- 
petition, it would be risky for ‘an architect to 
submit plang without provision for a dome, for 
this, in the public mind, is considered* essential 
to a capitol. The risk is no small one, for the 
plans may cost the architect $3000, which will be 
an entire loss unless he happens to win the com- 
petition.. 

I regret that the law requires the construction 
of the capitol of Missouri stone. For 30 years 
I have been looking for a good limestone in this 
State and have not found it. Carthage !imestone 
is vitiated by driers, or seams. Ste. Genevieve 
sandstone is extremely unreliable, and the quarry- 
ing of Missouri granite in sufficient quantities, re- 
quiring special machinery, would be so expensive 
that the State had as well build the capitol of 
white marble, which would be more economical. 

As horrible examples of the domical capitol, I 
would name the statehouSe at Indianapol's, which 
ie bad; that at Springfield, Ill., which is hidcovs; 
and that at Des Moines, Io., which is a night- 
mare. Unless Missouri is careful, a similar atro- 
city may be committed apon it through *« siavish 
imitation of the domed statehouse which has be- 
come a routine style in this countrv. ‘

Under the law, 4 commission of four citizens 
must be elected by the Board of the Permanent 
Seat of Government, and shall arrange for a com- 
petition of architects’ plans for the capitol. One 
of the commissioners, if possible, according to 
the statute, shall be a builder, and the commis- 
sioners shall be chosen equally from the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties. It is perhaps unfor- 
tunate that a “builder,” or contractor, is specified 
instead of an architect, for it is the contractor’s 
business to carry out the orders of the architect 

It is perhaps also unfortunate that politics 
is so much as mentioned in determining the com- 
position of the board, 

However, these objections may be obviated by a 
proper choice of commissioners. One of the four. 
at least, shouldbe an architect of national rep- 
utation. In the recent competition for the erec- 
tion of two new buildings at Tulane University, 
for instarce, one of the judges was Prof. Iaird, 
who holds the chair of architecture at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. 

In the contest both the State and the competi- 
tors will find it immensely to their advantage 
to follow the rules for architectural competitions 
laid down by the American Institute of Architects, 
as the organization recognizes the fact that “‘cum- 
petitions are instituted in the interests of the 
owner’—in this case, the State and the taxpay- 
ers. Many of the best architects in Missouri he- 
long to the institute and will be excluded from 
the competition, probably to the damage of the 
undertaking, if the code of the institute is not 
adopted. It has declared in its canon of ethics 
that it is unprofessional conduct for an architect 
to take part in any competition the terms. of

The fact that the capitol] at Washington pos- 
sesses a magnificent dome and that other cap- 
itols throughout the country have domes (many 
of somewhat less magnificence) ought not to 
make a dome inevitable. 

A state capito!, 
like all true things in art, should grow from the 
inside out; that is, from a fixed center or germ 
in its plan. Every~building has certain prac- 
tical functions which it must fuw/fill, and should 
be designed to fulfill them well and adequately. 
The dominating function should reveal itself in the 
facade as a man’s character is reé&Ad in his face. 
In a church the high nave .with the altar at its 
end is declared frankly. The great concourse in 
a railway station, with train sheds behind, is pro- 
claimed by the gigantic. windows in its frontis- 
piece. 

Now, in a state capitol, the principal function 
is legislative, and under our system of govern- 
ment, this is divided into two equally important 
branches. These two legislative chambers of the 
House and the Senute are naturally the, largest 
and most important architectural features of the 
building. They should be equaily accessible

HERE -is no intrinsic relation between 

C domes and legislation. While the dome is 

good architecturally, it is not necessary 

for a capitol. There is no reason why Missouri

Instead, the first considerations should be com- 
mon sense and adequate provision for outside 
light and ventilation. The plain, business-like 
office building type meets.these requisites per- 
haps better than any other style of architecture. 
There is no reason why this type should not be 
as beautiful, in its way, as the conventional edi- 
fice, surmounted by a dome. 

The danger of the dome style is shown by the 
fact that, although nearly every statehouce in the 
United States has a dome, among them there are 
but four which can be considered artistic—the 
capitols of Rhode Island, Minnesota, Wisconsin 
and the State of Washington. 

Perhaps public taste will demand that the 
Missouri capitol be crowned with some style of 
eminence, even if the qome is rejected. The 
campanile is employed in the city hall at Spring- 
field, Mass., but the slender column fails. prop- 
erly to dominate the mass of the building. 1! 
should be in favor of a tower; and the finest ex- 
ample of a beautiful tower I have seen is that 


designed by Cass Gilbert for the capitol of Sas- 
katchewan, Canada. His design for the building 
and tower would be my ideal for the Missouri 
Statehouse,

BELIEVE that the new Missouri capitol 
XJ should be surmounted by a dome, which 

is the natural crown of a statehouse as it 
is of a cathedral. The fact that the country is 
flooded with ugly domes is no reason why we 
should not have a beautiful dome upon our staté- 
house, As examples of splendid domes I_ refer 
the reader to that of our own courthouse in 
St. Louis, to those of St. Peter's in Rome and 
of St. Paul’s in London, and to that of the Hotel 
des Invalides in Paris. 

The dome is the natura] covering of a rocunda, 
and a rotunda is the natural court of a capitol, as 
it affords a spacious meeting place without the 
interference of columns. It would seem that the 
natural style of architecture for a statehorse 
would be classical; that is, on the same nodel 
as the generally received idea of what a cap- 
itol should be.

Examining, then, the myth-making faculty. of 
the nation as it manifested itself during the sum- 
mer just past, the candid scientist is compelled to 
admit that he has encountered legends which 
savor of, or indeed duplicate, many ancient ac- 
quaintances. Our old friend the sea serpent, for 
instance, is among us again, with scarcely an 
elaboration, save that he has now donned the 
head of an alligator. The geese whose squawks 
preserved Rome reappear, with no alteration in 
the essentials of the venerable narrative. The

The story of Perry's musical anesthetic, 
published in the Post-Dispatch, was read by 
Mrs. J. L. Jones of Jackson, Tenn, who wrote 
to Dr, Snodgrass to ask him if he knew the 
words of the song and could send her a copy 
of it. 

“My husband’s name was Casey Jones,” the 
letter said, “but I never knew a song had been 
written abovt him.”

. COPY of the song was sent to Mrs, Jones 
A by the Sunday. Post-Dispatch, and it was 
learned for the first time that the hero 

- of the mos! popular song of the year was known 
in his lifet:me as a good railroad man who could 
die as bravely as the “Casey Jones” of the song. 

Recently a St. Louisan somewhat addicted to 
music of the clasical mode was in a smal] town 
in Sou‘heastern Missouri. For his entertain- 
rent the daughter of a hotel keeper and her 
two younger brothers assembled at the piano, 
and in a minute the atmosphere was staggering 
under a rollicking melody in ragtime, which 
combined, after the American style of humor, 
the most hilarious music with words which re 
lated a tragedy. 

As the vistvor walked rorsilis the town, the 
#ame melody pursucd him. Men whistled it 
zestfully as they passed. Its stiains clattered 
from the keys of <n automatic piano in a moving 
picture show. Negro bootblacks hummed it as 
they wielded their brushes. A phonograph 
Diared it from a music store window.

He heard it whistled on the streets of 
New Orleans. It followed him from town to 
town across the State of Texas. It accompanied 
him through Oklahoma and Arkansas. Its jo- 


‘vial melody welcomed him to Kansas. A por- 


ter hummed 96 verses of it on the sleeping car 
which brought him back to St. Louis. Other 
travelers informed him that the song’s popular- 
ity extended from the Atlantic to the Pacific and 
from the Gulf.of Mexico to the great lakes. He 
was at last persuaded that the railroad chantey, 
‘Casey Jones,” had become fora time almost the 
national air of America. 

The song relates the death of Casey Jones, 
a locomotive engineer, in a collision while mak- 
ing up time with the Western mail. With the 
eccentricity of ragtime, which sets merry hap- 
penings to minor melodies and sad ones to 
major, the music in which this tragedy is 
couched is most lighthearted and mirthful—stir- 
ring the pulse to its gayest beat and the toes 
to their lightest, most fantastic mood. The air 


of the comical extends even to the words, with 


their slangy railroadisms, uncouth phrases and 
outlandish assonances instead of rhymes; al- 
though the design seems to have been to apoth- 
eosize a hero. | 

Probably few of the thousands who sing the 
song, know that there was a real “Casey” Jones, 
that his widow, three children and three broth- 
ers are alive, and that his death in a collision 
was the actual inspiration of the chan‘ey. “Ca- 
sey” himself sleeps in a little Catholic cemetery 
near Jackson, Tenn., all unmindful of the wide- 
spread fame which an old roundhouse negro’s 
genius bestowed upon him. Even his wido did 


not know, until recently, that her husband was 


the hero of a song sung wherever a railroad 
runs in the United States. 

To the musicians, professional and amateur, 
who are busy spreading his renown on the 
wings of melody, “Casey” Jones has become a 
sort of mythological figure, typifving the fidelity 
of railroad engineers. The song easily lends it- 
self to the making of new verses, and in nearly 
every town stanzas with a local applitation have 
been added. There have arisen a “Chicago Ca- 
sey Jones,” a “Memphis Cescy Jones” and a

music but with varying words.. 

The original “Casey” Jones was John Luther 
Jones, who was born in 1863 at Cayce, Ky. The 
name of this town is pronounced “kay-sey,” and 
from this fact his famous nickname arose. His 
Irish comrad promptly hibernicized the name 
into “Casey,” although the coabination of two 
such cognomens as Casey and Jores was prob- 
ably unknown before either in or out of the 
Emerald Isle. 

The facts of his life are prosaic, and his cir- 
cumstances did not prophesy the celebrity which 
he was to achieve after death... His boyhood 
days were spent on his father’s farm. At the 
age of 18 he became a telegrapn operator at 
Cayce, and the following year obtained employ- 
ment as a fireman on the Mobile & Ohio Rail- 
road. Later he entered the service of the IIli- 
nois Céntral Railr d in the same capacity. In 
1890 he was promoted to the position of engi- 
neer, which he held until his death. During 
most of the period in which he was employed 
by the Ilinois Central he sores’ with his family 
at Jackson, Tenn. 

On Nov. 26, 1886, he was married to a deus 
ter of the late C. T. Brady of Jackson. Three 
children were born—Charles Brady, Helen V. 
and John Lloyd Jones—all of whom are now 
residing with their mother at 214 Shannon street, 
Jackson. Jones’ three brothers—Frank, Philip 
and Eugene Jones—all locomotive engtneers, also 
live in Jackson. 

“Casey” Jones, as he was known all over the 
road for several years, ran a freight train in the 
Tennessee division of the Illinois Central. Then, 
his steady habits and fidelity having attracted 
the notice of his superiors, he was transferred 
to the division of Water Valley, Miss., and pro- 
moted to be engineer of the Chicago-New Or- 
leans Limited, a fast passenger train. It was on 
this run that he lost his life at midnight, April 
30, 1900, in a rear-end collision with a freight 
train at Vaughn, Miss.

man, an old negro oiler named Wallace Saun- 
ders, in the roundhouse at Cayce, could not be 
dumb, for he had-loved “Casey” Jones. Sitting 
in a melancholy mood over his banjo, his sor- 
row found its way out in rude words, for which 
his fingers, rambling over the strings, plucked 
out, with no sense of inconsistency, a two-step 
in the merriest ragtime. 

The verses had many of the qualities of the 
old ballads, extemporized by the minstrels of 
Europe. They were crude and unfinished, they 
bristled with railroad slang, there were, gulfs 
between one thought and the next, and the 
grammar would have made a modern Quintilian 
gasp and stare. Yet they had an essential con- 
tinuity, and told, in an unlettered way, a tale 
which went to the heart of every railroad man.

The song traveled from ome roundhouse to an- 
cther and after séveral years reached California. 
There two young. song writers,:-Eddie Newton 
and T. J. Siebert, recognized its popular possi- 
bilities. Newton, a composer, wrote the melody 
down and improved upon it. Siebert brought 
order out of chaos in the array ot verses and 
reduced them to four, but changed the scene 
of ‘‘Casey’’ Jones’ activities from the Illinois Cen- 
tra] and the Mississipp! Delta to the Transcon- 
tinental Divide railroads. 
published. the songs and “Casey” Jones was 
launched upon his posthumous career of fame. 
Since that time more than one million copies 
are said to have been sold.

@HE verses relate, in a style rich with 
T railroad argot, that “Casey” was awak- 
ened by the caller at 4:30 a. m. to 
take out the mail train.

The slang of any trade is racy and interesting 
to ‘others, as Balzac knew when he entertained 
the fine ladies of Paris in one of his novels with 
the argot of the criminal classes, who, after all, 
have a trade. The authors of “Casey Jones” 
&lled the song with railroadisms. ‘“‘Casey Jones 
was the rounder’s name,” goes one line. “Round- 
er” here does not have its common meaning in 
slang, but denotes a railroad man, from the 
roundhouse. In the verse, “The caller called 
Casey at half-past four,” an institution is repre- 
sented that probably does not exist outside of 
railroad systems. This is the callboy, whose 
business it is to go with a lantern to the: homes 
of the train crews and wake them up an hour 
before their time to go on duty. At the boy’s 
summons, the wife usually awakes first, arouses 
her husband, tells him the orders and sets about 
getting breakfast and filling his dinner pail. This 
is hinted in the fact that ‘‘Casey’s” wife was 
up to kiss him good-by. 

“Put in your water and shovel.in your coal; 
put your head out the window, watch them driv- 
ers roll!” is the engineer’s technical instruction 
to his fireman. “He tooted for the crossing with 
an awful shrill,” so that all who heard knew 
“Casey” was in the cabin. | 

Mrs.’ Jones, who is in easy circumstances, is 
devoted to the memory of her husband and to 
her children. The eldest, now 22 years old, is 
a coppersmith in the Mobile & Ohio shops at 
Jackson. Miss Helen is 19, and is a stenogra- 
pher. She has refused several offers from vaude- 
ville companies to pose on the stage as “Casey” 
Jones’ daughter while the song was being sung. 
Her shrinking from the spotlight is not shared 
by her brother John, who, although only 15 
years old, has appeared frequently in vaude- 
ville, and is ambitious to make the stage his 
vocation.

HE buffalo, longtime king 
uf the plains, has fallen 
upon evil days. Once the 
prairie shook under his 
march, and he stormed 
in herds of thousands 
upon thousands irresisti- 
bly across the plains 
with a cyclone of dust in 

his wake. Gradually the 
noble beast was almost 
exterminated by man. 
And now, a last humilia- 
tion has befallen the lit- 

tle remnant of the once vast species. Like com- 
mon cattle, the deposed kings have been, by de- 
cree of science, roped, hogtied, driven into cor- 
rals and dipped—yes, dipped!+-n vats of water, 
tobacco extract and sulphur.

for the reception of the beasts. Thee 

holding pens, 100 feet square, had been 
constructed with a board fence eight feet high, 
made of timber three times the thickness 
ordinarily used for cattle. These pens led to 4a 
triangular inclosure known as the crowding 
pen, which, in turn, led to the chute, 40 feet 
long, three feet wide, and guarded by a fence 
eight feet high. At the other end of the chute 
was an incline, up which the animals were to 
clamber into the dripping pens, the purpose of 
which is explained by the name. The chute, or 
vat, eight feet deep, was made of concrete. 

The morning of Friday, July 7, was a busy 
ene at the Goodnight ranch. At day- 
left the camp to round 
up the buffaloes. Soon men and women 
began trooping in from all parts of the Pan- 
handle to see the dipping. The carpenters, who 
had been busy for severa] days, were putting the 
finishing touches on the pens. Laborers hauled 
water to fill the vat, and others brought coal 
for the furnace which heated the water to 105 
degrees Fahrenheit. A Government inspector 
began opening cans of tobacco extract and sacks 


of flour of sulphur, 


Into the dipping vat 3500 gallons of water were 
introduced, and to it were added 10 cans of black 
leaf tobacco extract and 560 pounds of sulphur. 
The mixture was heated by dry steam from a 
boiler. 

The hours went by, and there was still no 
sign of the buffaloes, indicating that the cow- 
boys were having great difficulty in rounding 
them up. Finally, at noon, ‘Col. Goodnight and 
Joseph F. Simonson, a noted Wyoming cowboy, 
rode out to discover the cause of the delay. 
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A ‘ew miles from the ranch they heard the 
thunder of galloping hoofs, and a minute later 
the herd, with red eyes of fury, swept by like a 
tempest. So rapid was their pace that not all 
the cowboys, who were yelling, shooting their 
revolvers in the air and waving their hats, could 
keep up. 

About-a mile from the corral a cowboy was 
posted with a small herd of Polled Angus cows, 
in the hope that they would attract the bison in 
their anticipated mad flight, and act as decoys 
to lead them into the inclosure. Usually, buffa- 
loes refuse to run with ordinary cattle, but Col. 
Goodnight lms_/for 25 years crossed them with 
Polled Angus cattle, producing the called cat- 
taloes. 








Buffaloes “On the Prod.” 


W ITHIN a few hundred yards of the cows, 


ohe of the old buffalo bulls stopped, 

faced the nearest rider and made a 
vicious charge at his horse. There would have 
been a dead cowboy had: not the rider, with fine 
horsemanship, swerved aside in tlfe height of 
his gallop. Instantly the other bulls joined the 
first in attacking the cowpunchers, and a scene 
to° thrill the strongest heart followed. 

When a buffalo bull “goes on ‘e prod,” as the 
saying is, a cowboy’s life is worth little unless 
protected by the most skillful riding and shoot- 
ing. Even the panic of steers is less dangerous. 

“T have seen many bull fights in Latin-Ameri- 
ca,” says Dr. Young, “and some of tnem furnished 
enough excitement for anyone, but none of them 
will give a man the sensation wh.ch one experi- 
ences when a ‘proddy’ buffalo bull chases a cow- 
boy. The excitement is most intense,-and unless 
one has a firm heart and is accustomed to great 
excitement, he had better not witness the cor-

The bulls, thrusting their noses into the earth, 
roared like lions, tore up the ground with their 
hoofs, and then launched their great, bodies at 
their tormentors. Each man performed prodi- 
gies of horsemanship to escape the charges, for 
i‘ was ,.hopeu that it would not be necessary to 
injure the raging animals. 

But at last the cowboys were compelled to use 
their revolvers, which were of 45 caliber, loaded 
with No. 1 shot. Aim was taken at the noses of 
the bulls, and a volley was fired. Bellowing with 
pain, the herd, so painfully assembled, scattered 
to the four points of the compass, and in a few 
minutes, one could see buffaloes fleeing over the 
entire range, most of them miles from the cor- 
ral. There was nothing to do but to round them 
up again. 

Late in the afternoon, when the animals were 
tired out and i pce of them had been killed,

the herd was again brought into the lane feading 
to the first inclosure. Even here several of the 
bulls ‘turned and made a second dash for lib- 
erty. About one-half of the herd followed them. 
The others, driven by yells and pistol shots, were 
at last forced into the holding pen, where they 
stood in sullen rage, pawing the earth and men- 
acing the cowboys to the last with their horns. 

Sitting on top of the fence and prodding the 
animals with long poles, the cowboys succeeded 
in driving most of the animals into the “crowd- 
ing pen,” so called because the milling of cattle 
within the triangular inclosure forces them to- 
wards the apex, the only ‘escape from which is 
a plunge into the chute. 

The infuriated animals rushed from the crowd- 
ed pen almost immediately, and one after an- 
other leaped into the long vat. In this they were 
unlike common cattle, which usually have to be 
pushed down the chute.

French writer, Jeah Frollo, to study woman 
criminals, He doeg not, he gays, think. very 
much of them, and beyond saying that.“it is a 
woman that reigns in Hades,” he is not inclined 
to sive them credit for the exercise’ of whatever 
braine they may possess in excogitating and de- 
veloping their crimes, and. afterward escaping 
the consequences. 

The woman criminal, says Frollo, never dis- 
plays in her exploits what is known as the ‘“‘sim- 
. plicity of genius.” Her crimes are always too com- 
plex,*too ramified to eseape close observation on 
the part of close investigators. There is plenty 
of ingenuity in them—more perhaps than in those 
of men—but where the man criminal leaves the 
one inevitable overlooked point the female of that 
class will leave a dozen. 5 

Frollo admits, however, that where woman's 
criminality is only an affair of the heart, 
neyer faile to beat lovelorn men by 99 points 
to 1. In matters involving the taking of life, 
women may appear romanth enough, but to the

of a child in the daily battle for supremacy, 
and alas, the latter almost always wins, 

Every child is an expert character reader. He 
soon distinguishes those who are firm from those 
whom he can ifnpose upon; and he always imposes 
when possible. If he cries on one occasion and 
“sets away with it,”’ that is, gets what he cries for, 
he firmly believes he will be equally successful 
the next time. But no child cries for nothing; 
eiher he is in pain or in some discomfort from 
which he wishes relief, or he has’ a want which 
he wishes gratified. 

Now, how shal] we deal with the froward child? 
Although even the Bible admonishes us not to 
spare the rod in the upbringing of children, yet 
do we see in the training of the most savage 
animals how much plain persistency and firmness, 
without the least brutality, Will accomplish. 

‘A full grown lion is captured*alive in its native 
haunts and takem to a trainer. How does the lion 
tamer set about his stupendous task of reducing . 
the king of all bea&’ts to submission? It was once 
thought that the trainer first beat the bruté with 
aY fron bar, after he had. been securely tied, until 
he broke his spirit, and then easily taught him 
the tricks he performs in public; but close in- 
quiry has revealed the fact that the trainer 


“employs no force or punishment whatsoever: he 


merely exercises incredible patience and extraor- 
dinary persistence. 

After the lion has been sufficiently schooled he 
is made to perform in public in company with 
other lions who have had the same teaching. 
Usually, howevef, the inherent ferocity of the 


leonine nature is never quite quelled, and an 
animal will often rebel before complying with a 
command, but geferally a slight sting of the train- 
er’s whip and a stern glance of his eye are suf- 
ficient to make him slink to his place, though 
he may snarl angrily and strike the air futilely 
with his paw. 

In these public exhibitions the -writer has noted 
particularly that the successful lion tamer never 
on any occasion or under any circumstances gives 
way to the lion. If the beast is stubborn, as he 
often is, and snarlingly refuses to obey, the train- 
er keeps after him ‘and steadily torments him, 
though he does him no injury, with his whip until 
the brute at last yields. 

Now, suppose we apply this ‘lesson taught to us 
by the wild animal trainer to the management 
of children. When we require or command a 
child to do anything we should never give way 
but make him do it, not by force, but by persist- 
ent insistence. All his experiences with us should 
instill .into his mind the fact that rebellion or 
resistance on his part is absolutely futile—that 
what we say we mean, and that we will be obeyed. 

Why is it that certain persons can manage 
children easily without ever whipp!ng them, while 
others “cannot do anything with them,” although 
they Whip them frequently? Mérely because th: 
one class is consistently firm and the other is 
not. The obvious reason that most children be- 
have better with their father than with ‘feir 
mother is that the latter is nearly always wore 
indulgent than the former, and the children kn.:w 
it. ; 
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If parents generally fully realized how ranch 
pain, worry and even serious illness they wuld 
save both themselves and their children by al- 
ways exercising a kind but unvarying firmneys in 
dealing with their offspring, probably three-quar- 
ters of our domestic trials and difficulties—which 


constitute. a large part of all our woes—would 
disappear.

~ is made known to all subscribers in 


the city within ten minutes. 

This is a record the fastest news 
service in any big American city can- 
not approach, as far as the city-wide 
distribution is conzerned. It would 
be impossible, also, in the Hungarian. 
metropolis, were it not for that won- 
jerful American invention, the tele- 
phone. For the “talking newspa- 
gers,” or “Telefon Hirmondo,” as the 
Hungarians call it, is only_a great 
telephone system. 

The service is maintained jointly 
by all the. newspapers in Budapest 
and is supplied only to newspaper 


subscribers. A special form of tele- 





phone is used. ~ It consists only of a 
pair of receivers and a call bell, so 
there da. no opportunity of asking sil- 
ly questions or “calling doWn”" the 
editor. : 

When any newspaper office in the 
city receives a news dispatch, it im- 
mediately notifies the central office 
of the “talking \mnewspaper.” The 
agent at the bureau then rings his 
signal, which in turn rings the call 
bell of every special news telephone 
in Budapest. 

After a reasonable interval, dur- 
ing which each subscriber is sup- 
posed to have reached his telephone, 
the agent at the bureau reads the dis- 
patch into a central trunk, wiich car- 
ries it through many ramifications to 
all the special telephones. 

After concluding the first reading, 


the bureau agent repeats the entire . 


dispatch for the benefit of those who 
may rot have understood clearly the 
first time, and those who were late 
in getting to their telephones. 

The “telefon” hangs on the wall, 
but the receiver wires are long 
enough to reach to a chair or sofa, 
where the subscriber may take his 
ease while listening to the news. The 
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added cost of having the instrument ST 


installed is insignificant. 

The dissemination of news is not 
the only service performed by the 
“telefon hirmondo.” At noon, at 6
